London, Dee. 18.—In giving judgment 
{nan Australian case in the privy coun- 
cil, Lord Chancellor Haldane had some 
further observations to offer regarding 
the federal system of Canada, The 
British North America Act, said Lord 
Haldane, commences with a preamble 
to the effect that the provinces had ex- 
pressed a desire to be federally united 
into one Dominion, with a constitution 
similar in’ principle to that of the 
United Kingdom, In a loose sense the 
word “federal” may be used, as it is 
there used to describe any arrangement 
under which self-contained states agree 
to delegate their powers to a common 
government, with a view to an entirely 
new constitution. But the natural and 
the literal interpretation of the word 
confines its application to case im 
which these states, while agreeing on 
the measure of such delegation, yet, In 
eth main,continue to preserve — their 


|orlginal constitution, The second of the 


resolutions passed at Quebec in’ Oc- 
tober, 1864, on which the British North 
Act is founded, shows that 
what was in the minds of those 
who agreed on the résolutions was a 
general government charged with mat- 
ters of common interest and new and 
merely local governments for the pro- 
vinces. The provinces were to, have 
fresh and much restricted constitutions, 
their governments being entirely re- 
modelled. The act( therefore, departs 
widely from the true federal model 
adopted in the constitution of the 
United States.

SWEEPING REDUCTIONS 
IN EXPRESS CHARGES 


Tolls for Handling Freight Bills of 
Lading Receive Consideration. 


Otawa, Dec, 18.—An order has been 
issued by the railway board making 
sweeping reductions in express charges 
for the handling of freight bills of lad- 
ing. 

At present the expres companies for- 
ward bills of lading for freight ship- 
ments, They further charge for the 
colection and returning of the money 
under the bill of lading 1 per cent. By 
the order which has been signed a 
change in the express classification has 
been made. Under this a new rule pro- 
vides for the charge of 1-Sth of 1 per 
cent., With a minimum of 1 per cent, on 
$100 on one company’s line and 1-2 per 
eent. when carried by more than one 
company. 

In practice the present and propesed 
rates will work out as follows: 

On $100, present $3; proj uae one 
line $1, two lines $1.50. On $200, pre- 
sent $8; proposed, one Ilne $1, two lines 
$1.50.

cities, As Grand Master Green of the Grange puts it, “the 
resources of our country and even the lives and character ot 
its people have been exploited in order to make possible the 
enrichment and aggrandizement of the few.” 

What the farmers got, of course, was nothing. They 
come away empty-handed, but it is quite probable that not 
one among the number expected for a moment that anything 
different would be the termination of their visit. Asking 
Borden, White, Foster, Roche and Rogers to reduce the tariff 
and discipline the railways is a situation the irony of which 
could not have been lost even upon the ministers themselves, 
to say nothing of the farmer delegates. 

The presence of the farmers in Ottawa, however, and 
the unanimity of their demands, marks a development in 
Canadian thought which it will stand the politicians and near 
statesmen who hold power at Ottawa in hand to take note of. 
They had better mark these men and their demands 
identification. They will meet them again. 

All the statistics, all the records, all the experience and 
all the economic developments in the Dominion .of Canada 
today combine to pile up the proof that the farmers are 
right. Agriculture, in.spite of the exhaustless fertility of the 
hundreds of millions of untenanted acres in the west, is nol 
growing as it should. On the contrary, it is not even possible 
to keep the people on the farms in the older sections where 
the hardship of pioneering is a century behind. Although 
showing progress in some sections, such as Alberta, Canada’s 
basic industry, in a nation-wide sense, is almost at a standstill. 
The nation’s growth is a top-heavy growth; too many going 
to the cities, too few to the country. The cost of living’ 
mounts up, but the multiplying methods of exploitation inter- 
vene and the farmer does not get the money. The effect is 
that the surplus population in the cities is being carried at 
his expense. 

Such conditions must be changed. Lite on the farm 
must be made more worth while. The arrangement must 
be made that the rewards of husbandry are not intercepted. 
The load piled on through the tariff and unjust railway rates 
must be lifted even if it becomes necessary to abolish the 
tariff entirely and take over every mile of railway in the 
dominion for the general good of the people of Canada. 

The farmers see this clearly. Out on their homesteads, 
with an unobstructed view, they are in the best position of

A very young man for & post of such 
importance {3 Franets Burton Harrison, the 
new governor of Uncle; swa's little brown 
wards of the Philippines, for he will cele- 
brate lis fortieth birthday today, Governor 
Harrison Is a native of New York clty, and 
Was educated at Yale and the New York 
school of law, He served in the Spanish- 
American war, and afterward went to 
congress, His appointment as governor- 


general of the Philippines, was bitterly 
criticized, notably by William Wan- 
dolph Hearst, who asserted that 


“what murky ideas of government [lit 
through the Harrison mind were gleaned 
from the teachings of Charles Francis 
Murphy,” the Tammany boss, In his tn- 
augural address last October, Governor 
Harrison declared that the present admin- 
Istradion favored the ultimate independence 
of the fslands, and he has already taken 
several administrative steps looking to that 
end, “We regard ourselves as trustees,” 
sald the new governor, ‘acting not for 
the advantage of tie United States, but 
for the benefit of the peeple of the Philip- 
pine Islands. 

Mr, Harrison has often been called “a 
silk-stocking democrat,” He ts a milllion- 
aire, a descendant of aristocratic southern 
familles, and an able lawyer, His father, 
Burton Harrison, was private secretary to 
Jefferson Davis when the latter was pre- 
sident of the confederacy, His mother, a 
Cary of Virginia, has achieved distinction 
as a writer, Mr, Harrison’s first wife was 
Mary Crocker, of San Francisco, daughter 
of the late president of the Southern Pa- 
cific, She was Killed In an automobile 
aceident, and 44 months later Mr, Harrison 
Inarried Mrs, Mael Judson Cox of Brook- 
lyn, the ‘grass’ widow of Dr, Rowland 
Cox, Jr, Governor Harrison figured in a
